ON BOARD U. S. SHIPS

Crew of Moreno Quartered on Indiana
nnd Massachusetts.

The transfer of the eallors from the
transports Chaco and Pampas to the
navy yard started o rumor that the New
York 8hipbullding Company was having
ditficulties with the Argentine Govern-
